i. There appoared to be rio unusual signa of military activity in the Plzen-Favluyr 
Studenec area: \ 


&. Military establishments were being guarded as usual, and important plants 
were still being muarded by workers’ militias. 


i. There was no guarding or reinforcing of bridges. 


¢. There was no guarding of railroads nor was there an nnusual anount of 
teains on the tracks. An employee of the Czech railroads was heard to 
state that the lino from the railway station at Prarue-Smichov to Radotin 
is being reconstructed and the number of raile increased, 


d. The leave of military personnel has not been limited and their Income is normal. 


e,. There was no evidence of preparations to billet military troops in civilian 
buildings. 


f£. Road barricades in the border area were being kept in careful order. Some 
obstacles had been put aside, and ditches had been refilled. Piles of stones 
and gravel had been placed at 50m intervals and are apparently to be used 
in repairing the roads. Wo new mine ficlds have been set up recently. 


@. Sipnposts on the roads about 10 km from the border to Tachov have. been 
removed. Signs about 25 x 25 cm in sise, with white background and red 
letters saying “Hranieni pasmo"” (border area), were being variously placed 
about 50 em above tae ground. 


h, Some new wooden cbervation stations were seen near the border on the edge 
of tha woods. Telaphone lines connect the towers. The normal telenhone 
lines in the Tachov-Paviluv Studenec area have been dovbled. From a conver~ 
sation between a civilian and an SNB member, it was learned that protective 
wire wag being installed about one meter above the ground slong the border. 
Bells attached to the wire will ring when the wire is touched.
